Lena, an abandoned 
woman, waylays him hoping that he may resume relations with her and 
she tempts him with rosy prospects, especially if he can obtain a chest of 
money in his mother’s cottage. The procession passes downhill as the 
mother renews her votive offering. 


Inside the cottage, the mother refusing the money, seeks to pierce her 
son’s cynicism. Lena’s alluring voice is heard and spurning his mother’s 
efforts, he throws her down roughly as he breaks open the chest, lacerating 
his hand. Turning round, Bista sees and hears his mother offering her last 
heartbeats to the Virgin Mary as she attempts to bind his wound. Trans- 
formed and remorseful at last, he begs for forgiveness as his mother 
expires, while the strains of the “ Ave Maria” come from the valley below.
